V. Because he has retained Bancroft Davis
in power as Assistant Secretary of State for
months after the Legislature of Massachusetts
had published the proof showing that while a
director and counsel of the Erie Railway |
Davis had taken a bribe from outside specu-
lators to betray and defraud that company.

¥1. Because he has violated the law when.-
ever he has chosen to do so, as in ordering a |
fleet to threaten war against Hayti, and to |
interfere in the pending civil contest in San
Domingo without authority of Congress; in |
taking the census of New York and Philadel-
phia a second time; in appointing internal |
revenue officers, like Augustus Ford, who do
not reside in their distriets, as the law re-
quireg; and in surrounding himself in the
White House with a body gnard of generals
of the army as secrefaries and ushers, when
an act of Congress expressly prohibits army |
oflicers from performing any civil functions. ‘

VII. Because he has basely betrayed the
cause of liberty in Cuba, and used |
the authority and influence of the United |
States in favor of the perpetuation there of
African slavery and all the woes of Spanish
despotism,

VIII. Becanse he has done his ntmost to |
force upon the HMepublican party and the
people of the United States the annexation
of Bun Domingo, in defiance of public senti-
ment and the voice of Congress, being stimu-
lated thereto by the expectation that croniss |
and military favorites of his would make a
great deal of money out of the transaction;
and because for their benetit he is willing to
destroy the Republican party and engage the
country in a civil war in a West India island |
where both France and Spain have in turn |
been defeated,

IX. Becruse, coming into office without
political knowledge or experience, he has not *
even tried to acquire either, but bas proved
himsgelf weak, lazy, and foolish, and, as Mr.

Stanton expressed it, *‘incompetent to govern |
this people.” l

X. Because he has degraded and disgraced
the Government of the United States, and,
as far as his example and inflnence hava
aveiled, has gpread and strengthened political
immorality and base ideas of public life and
public duty among the American people.

Here are reasons enough why not only Mr.
Roberts, but every other good citizen, should
be ngainst President Grant. What has his
mail-clad organ to say to them?

THE LONDON CONFERENCE AND THE
POPE.,
Fromthe N. ¥, Herald,

The London Confercnce, which has met
and adjourned and done nothing, mest when
it may, will be a useless affair unless it con-
siders and tries to solve the question of the
patrimony of 8t. Petex. It is true, the con-
ference is said to have resolved to confine it-
self to the consideration of the Eastern ques-
tion only, and tbat the adjournment has
taken place to allow Irance the opportunity
of taking part. It is our opinion, however,
and we gather it from the interest taken in
this Papal difioulty by England, by Austria,
and by Germany under her new form., As
we sald on Friday, Antonelli has besn con-
sulted by both Austria and Germany, aond
considering the desire which the Government
of King Victor Emanuel has manifested to
avoid giving unnecessary offense to the Holy
Father, as well as the interest taken in
the matter by Premier Gladstone, it
is not unnaturel to conclude that an attempt
will be made to induee the conference to
undertake the solution of this troublesome
queslion. Antonelli, it is quite clear, forgets
not, neither forgives, Middle Italy, from the
line of the I'o to the Neapolitan frontier, and
from the Mediterranean to the Adriatic, has
for ages constituted the States of the Caureh,
Up until the French invasion of 1792, the
States of the Church comprised not ouly all
this territory, but a portion of the left bank
of the Po besides. The Viennn treaties re
stored to the States of the Churech their an-
cient limits, with the exeeption only that a
small slice of territory on the left bank of the
Po was given to the Duchy of Parma, This
territory covered a surfacs of sixteen thon-
eand square wiles and numbered a popula.
tion of three millions. In 1560 the States of
the Chureh, in consequence of the Italisn up.
rising and through the help of France, were
redoced to sbout one-fourth of their original
bulk, All that properly belonged to the
ancievt exarchate of Ravenna was wrenched
from the Holy Father, Nothing on the Ad.
rintie shores was left to him. Rowme and
the adjsceut provinees of Viterbo, Civita
Vieohia, Velletri, and Frosinone were apared.
The territory was reduced to four thou-
send five bundred and fifty-six square
wiles, The population was reduced to

water.

WAR'S WOES,

Varions journals, actuated by a general
enthusinsm for the glories of war, and a
special admiration for the virtues of his

| Christian Majesty the Emperor of Germany,

bave lately been ecstatic over descriptions of
the geninl, home-like Christentide enjoyad in
the Prussian camp, To read the approving
raptures one might fancy that it was qnestion
of a joyous host of innocent, cmldlike merry-
makers, whose light hearts knew naught of
others’ snfferings, whose hands were nsed
only fer deeds of tenderness, and whose pure
minds were fitly attoned to commemorata the
advent of peace on earth and good-will
tewards men, The very incongruity of cele-
brating such a geason amidst scenes of ear-
nage and desolation lends to the recital a cer-
tain weird humor which with some- romanti-
eally-disposed persons may pass for pathos;
but by the more sober-minded it can searculy
be otberwise regarded than as a horrible
desecration,

War, at the best of times, and when wagad
for the best of purposes, is a bratalizing pur-
suit: and if a tithe of contempaorary history
be trne the present war in Irance 18 rather
n conspicnous example than an exception to
the rule. De it (as sundry exaltant religions
papers phrase it) a strife of Protestanism
against Catholicism, or be it what it may, it
is certain that the pent.up hatred of two
utterly dissonant uations tinds vent in indi-
vidnal action, and that the campaign is
characterized by more than usual relentless-
ness, This spirit was shown when, some
months ago, General Werder said fo the
medical officers of a enptured Lyonese nm-
bulance, ““We know abont the Geneva Con-
ference, but we are making a special war;"
when, shortly afterwards, General Trescow
refosed to permit surgeons to enter Delfort
for the reason that “‘snceo wonndad
or sick in a besieged pla: veritable
reinforcemient,” Nor do m 14 recent events
muke belter showing., Within the past few
weeks, Ablis, a village holding none but non-
combatants, was destroyed in pure wanton-
ness, asppavently, and women snd children
turned out homeless in the bitter cold. Dr.
Russell, whose Pruassian proeclivities have
been clearly manifested, and whose regard
for historical accuracy has not hitherto im-
peded the exercise of his friendly sentiments,
relates how in another village
seventeen non-combatants, one of
whom was a priest, were execnted in retalin-
tion for the killing of a Prnssian soldier by
gome unknown hand a few'days before, and
how this viilage and s neighboring hamlet
wero then burned to the ground. Canseless
destruction of food and shelter, plunder nad
bavoe, mark the coarse of victorions arms;
plague, pestilence, and famine vie with battle
and murder; and in the midst of these the
holiday of the Prince of Peace—of him who
came to teach love and charity—is mocked !
Better and mwore appropriate an orgie in honor
of the |heathen god of battles, war and the
Christian's creed are strangely at variance,
As an English periodieal, commenting on
guch purposeless slaughter, says, ‘*“T'he only
satisfactory thing to be noted is that the
Christian’s God has not been quite so con-
stantly insulted by declaring this wickedness
to be all for his glory or by hia will."

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REMOVING THE CAYL
Eront the N, Y. Tribune,

We gave on Friday a full hearing to those
who seek a transfer of the Federal Metropalis
from the banks of the Potomac to those of
Myr. L. U. Reavis, who thus
addresses I'resident Grant on the subject,
wasd an early and has been not only an earn-
est but an indefatigable chawmpion of re-
moval, He has worked more, and we judge
to better purpose, than any of his allies; and
the considerations which favor removal have
never been more fully nor more cogantly set
forth than they are in the letter which we
published.

Yet we think the President is snbatantially
if not technically right in his position that
the ecapital i8 not to be removed by a mere
majority vote in each house—a majorit
which may number less than one-third of the
membears entitled to sit in that nouse. The
capital of a great nation is not to be mounted
on wheels and dragged hither and thither as a
onsual mojority may diotate. Wa do not
dispute the legal efficacy of such a vote; we
only maintain that removal is so grave a topie
that, though the Copstitution does not ex-
pressly prescribe it, something very like a
coustitutional amendment should be required
to effect it. And {his is what the President
intended by his casual remarks quoted by
Mr, LIt

On the next point, we are in full accord
with Mr. Iteavis, The ecapital question
should be fully considered and finally settled
now, 'The westward and southward exten-
sion of our area, until it has become many
times what it was in 1747, raises a fair pre-
sumption that the capital needs to be re-
located, The fact (if faet it be) that the
Valley of the Potomac proffered the fittest
pite In 1800, by no means proves that
it remains such to this day. The fair infer-

| take np the subject and dispose of it con-

clusively—that is, for so long as our country
sball remain essentially what it is. If we
shall go one annexing until we rule the entire
continent, it is probable that New Orleans, or
Vera Cruz, er Nicaragua, or Panama, will
then be the spot for our capital. But, hav-
ing quadrupled our original area by additions
on two sides only, and there paused, let us
determine whether Washington shall or sliall
not remain the Meocca of our office-secking

pilgrims, before we spend another mill in
buying costly grounds and erecting buildings
at Washington, which counld not be sold for
five per cent. of their ¢cost in ease the Gov-
ernment shall ever leave thewm behind it.

But we are not convinced that a central
location is so ingportant as Mr. Reavis esteewms
it. Other things being quite equal, such
location 18 expedient; but other things rarely
or never are equal, So Loodon is the capi-
tal of Great Britain, Paris of France, Stock-
holm of Bweden, and Lisbon of Portugal,
though neither of them is near the centre of
the kingdom. Nay, St. Petersburg, the
modern capital of RRussia, is by no
means Bo ocentral as was that Moscow
which Peter the Great abandoned.
Rome I8 mnot so near the contre of
Italy as Florence is; yet the latter is about to
give place to the former, China is a very old,
conservative country; yet Peking, her modern
capital, is not 8o ventral to her territory as
her earlier capitials were. In short, we eon-
cede to geographical positiou a very subordi.
nate importance in the location of a seat of
government, Mr, Reavis may wisely cousider
that his own Bt. Louis is not so near the cen-
tre of our present domain as Topeka or Fort

We have not a deubt that New York is the
most desirable point in the Union for the
location of ita eapital. Ninse-tenths of our
own people whose duties coustrain them to
reside or sojourn at the capital, with ten-
tenths of the Old World's ambassadors and
other visilants, would decidedly prefer it.
Art, literature, the drams, musie, and every-
thing that interests or delights mankind, are
wore abundantly and cheaply enjoyed here
than elsewhere in the New World. More-
over, our politics and municipal rule are so
thoroughly rotten that even the presence of
Copgress and the Federal departments conld
pot further corrupt them,

Yet we do not ask nor sesk a removel of
the capital to our eity. We are quite con-
tent with Washiogton, though we are conf-
dent that one bundred million dollars woald
have beon saved ere this by a location which
afforded the denizons of the Federal metropo-
lis somewbat Lo live on beside the Govern.
ment, That the present location was a very
grave wistake we have long been convinead;
and we are not sure that the blunder is be-
youd remedy. Buatread Mr. Reavis on this
point, and form your own opinions. J
